
 

Murphy Street Scene Finds a New Home 
 

 As part of the ongoing downtown redevelopment, a well-recognized piece of artwork has been 
relocated.  

Previously located at the end of Murphy Street, adjacent to the Macy’s parking lot, the large 
blue metal sculpture was commissioned by the City of Sunnyvale in 1988. Bay area artist John 
Battenberg created the piece specifically for Sunnyvale to honor its rich agricultural legacy. The 
artist created a “cut out” design that allowed the viewer to look beyond the sculpture to the distant 
mountains. 

 The sculpture has now found a new home at the Sunnyvale Community Center. It has been 
placed near the entrance to the Orchard Heritage Park Interpretive Exhibit, and once again, there 
is a natural backdrop for the piece.

•More Parking  
The new 962-space parking garage by J.C. Penney’s and Target is open for free parking with no 
time limits.  
•More Convenience  
Work continues on the Multi-modal Transit Center which will add a multi-level parking garage, 
new transit station, and other amenities to make public transit more convenient.  
•Downtown Events  
Downtown Sunnyvale continues to be the site of more community events and celebrations. Like 
the popular Saturday morning Farmer’s Market, downtown gatherings will add to the sense of 
community that both long-time and recently-arrived Sunnyvale residents enjoy. Get ready for 
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surrounding cities though landmarks, gateways and aesthetic designs.  

The Irvine Company has hired Los Angeles-based artist Marlo Bartels to design the art 
component for the Cherry Orchard development, a retail shopping center at the intersection of 
Mathilda Avenue and El Camino Real where the Olson Family’s Cherry Farm and Orchard used 
to be located. The artist has designed a pair of 27-foot high obelisks in celebration of the Valley’s 
once-prospering cherry orchards. Each obelisk marks the entrance into the shopping center and 
is bathed in colorful, rich mosaic tiles. The tiles

is Sc[i]3, the Sunnyvale Center for Innovation, Invention and Ideas. This facility which recently 
moved to the Sunnyvale Public Library at 665 West Olive Avenue in Sunnyvale provides a wealth 
of information  for intellectual property researchers. Librarians can help direct you to information 



on starting a small business or can help with researching a new idea or business name. Sc[i]3 
librarians can also perform expert fee-based patent and trademark searches.  

Sc[i]3’s partnership with the US Patent and Trademark Office also provides access to 
sophisticated patent and trademarksearch toolsused by patentand trademark examiners at the 
PTO. Patent copies are now available for print at no charge through the USPTO web site. Sc[i]3 
also fills orders for USPTO file histories, certified applications and other USPTO documents.  

Sc[i]3 offers over forty different seminars on intellectual property-related subjects. Video-
conference equipment is also available for seminars as well as general business needs.
